The population of the Borough 
of Narberth is 4663, according to 
preliminary figures from Munroe 
H. Anders, supervisor of the 
15th census for the 22d District. 
The last figures to be received 
were those for the Second Dis- 
trict, which numbered 2091. 

The population of the Borough 
according to the 1920 census was 
370L The net increase there- 
fore in the ten-year period was 
959, or 26 per cent. The popula- 
tion of the other districts, pre- 
viously published, are No. 3 
(South Side) 1063: No. 1, 1509. 
The largest increase took place 
in the Second District.

Notes on the tennis tournaments 
and inter-club matches; Hedgerow 
returning to Wayne. 

Saturday was a day of upsets on the 
tennis courts. In the finals of the 
Philadelphia District Claycourt Cham- 
pionship at the Cynwyd Club, Samuel 
Gilpin of the Merion Cricket Club re- 
versed last year's verdict and defeated 
Harold MacGuffin of Germantown in 
straight sets. Over at the Huntingdon 
Valley Country Club Miss Anne Page, 
champion of the Women's Inter-Club 
League, was dethroned by her team- 
mate, Mrs. C. C. Madeira, of the Merion 
Cricket Club. 

Gilpin playing at top speed from the 
start had little trouble capturing the 
first set 6-2.

In fact there have been some who predict 
that within ten or twenty years multiple dwellings will replace the great 
majority of the individual homes. 

One of the chief charms of such a suburban community as ours is 
the lawns, gardens, trees, hedges and it is to be hoped that any develop- 
ments that the future may bring will not do away with these things.

First-class baseball is in store for fans of Xarberth and vicinity, 
judging from a partial list of bookings released by Business Manager 
Harry Hollar this week.

The "Wets" in a Quandary 

With Brown and Pinchot leaders still accusing each other of "steal- 
ing the nomination," local political leaders most everywhere have shut up 
tight as the proverbial clam on political matters pertaining to the governor- 
ship. Meanwhile GilYord Pinchot also is saying nothing but is wearing 
a broad smile. 

Mr. Pinchot is not worried about the charges of the Brown folk, 
for in nearly every case where a recount has been made he has gained in 
the vote. And he is in a strategic position so far as the threatening "Wets" 
are concerned. The anti-prohibitionists desire his defeat above every- 
thing else but they don't know just how to go about it despite the fact 
that Pennsylvania is "wet" rather than "dry." 

But in making a fight against Mr. Pinchot the "Wets" immediately 
run into these snags: 

A full State and County ticket immediately removes anv chance of 
obtaining support from local leaders. A complete State ticket means 
running afoul of James J. Davis' popularity, an excellent kite, incidentally, 
for Mr. Pinchot to tie to. Between them, the senatorial and gubernatorial 
candidates liave the labor vote sewed up as never before, and Labor is the 
biggest bloc the "Wets" have to bank on. 

But probably the worst thing that the "Wets" fear could happen 
would be for Mr. Pinchot to score such a large "dry" victory over them 
that he would be in the t^ront rank as a Prohibition candidate for Presi- 
dent in 1932. say against Dwight W. Morrow as a "Wet." Of course 
that's just a possibility. President Hoover may desire a second term 
and again the Democrats are about clue to get into office or to get out of 
business.

I make a regular practice 
of noting down the initials of the Pas- 
senger Traffic Manager of every rail- 
road upon which I travel. That's how 
I get my reservations. Other people 
have equally efficient methods. Some 
have none at all. They are severely 
incommoded. A twenty-dollar-a-week 
clerk of the Amalgamated Oyster and 
Clam Corporation or of the United 
Manures Company, taking a week's 
vacation, can flash a business card 
showing his connection with such an 
important shipper and make a late cap- 
ture of a good lower. But a doctor or 
a lawyer with a five thousand a month 
income, and on an important business 
trip, finds arguments of no avail, and 
rides in a coach or stays at home. 

Of course, once in a very long while 
the train is really sold out. And the 
poor ticket agent gets it in the neck. 
Sometimes he is equal to the occasion, 
as was the case when the agent of 
the Leery Railroad questioned me 
closely concerning my intimacy with 
the president of his company. 1 found 
that my journey could be postponed. 
But sometimes it is not so easy for 
the agent to get out of his difficulty. 
The other day the president of an im- 
portant shipping company was told the 
train was sold out. He was well 
acquainted with the customary "all 
sold" gag, and felt that his name had 
been scratched off the preferred list. 
He was being insulted. The Squeedunk 
and Southern would get all the future 
business of the Goofville Gum Works. 
The ticket agent was in a quandary. 
He could not manufacture a ticket, 
neither could he add another car to 
the Spirit of St. Hooey. He did the 
next best thing. He sold the great 
gum executive a reservation that had 
already been sold. President Pilten- 
berger strode away full of that pride 
which arises only from such a signal 
victory over a ticket agent. A few 
moments later the Rev. Aclison Adrian 
Phippson, L. L. D.. D. D. (Oxon.) 
Litt. D. (Cantab.), K. T. C. called for 
the berth which had been reserved by 
his social secretary two weeks pre- 
viously. "No, sir. Some mistake, sir. 
Lower nine in car forty-two was re- 
served by 1\ D. Q. Piltenberger three 
weeks ago. You can get nothing else 
now, sir. Perhaps your secretary made 
the reservation with the See and Go 
Line." 

Altogether, it is very demoralizing. 
It gives rise to braggarts, who prate 
of their last-minute captures of res- 
ervations on the Dead Arrow and the 
Unlimited. It encourages untruthful- 
ness. It encourages interurban bus 
transportation (have YOU ever been 
crowded off the road?). Berth control 
should be prohibited by iaw. 
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Mr. Thomas Edison has announced that he is very fond of babies. 
Mr. Edison, by the way, is deaf.

Road Work Here 

Well Under Way 

Work Being Pushed by Highway 

Department on Several 

Jobs. 



UPLAND TERRACE IRKED 



Resurfacing of several Lower Mor- 
ion roads is being undertaken by the 
township highway department, and 
considerable activity is contemplated 
for the near future, according to High- 
way Engineer W. li. Rosengartcn at 
the township building in Ardmorc. 

One of the jobs — Upland Terrace, 
Bala — has had residents of the street 
up in the air. Their petition of about 
four years ago was acted upon recently 
when resurfacing between Maple and 
Bryn Mawr Avenues was ordered. 
From its old crooked width of from 
20 to 22 feet the street lias been wid- 
ened and straightened to 24 feet. The 
street, paved thirty-five years ago, will 
have a concrete base and asphaltic 
concrete top. 

Residents objected when they, saw 
their sidewalks torn up, and electric 
light poles moved nearer their homes. 
Bala Commissioner George Brown 
hopes to effect an agreement with the 
Philadelphia Electric Company for it 
to erect neat, new, comparatively tl.in 
iron posts in place of the larger 
wooden ones. 

Meanwhile, improvements are being 
effected, while the street is torn up. 
Stone curbs are being set, and a re- 
taining wall on the south side of the 
street. The water company has re- 
placed its two and one-half-inch main 
with a four-inch one, as an added fire 
safeguard. A fire hydrant is to be 
installed at the corner of Maple Ave- 
nue and Upland Terrace. And the gas 
main has been lowered and refitted 
with new connections. 
* * * 

Conshohockcn State Road is being 
resurfaced and widened, from Mont- 
gomery Pike at the Cynwyd Station, 
to Amherst Road — beyond Levering 
Mill Road, Cynwyd. Grading is prac- 
tically completed, and the thirty-foot 
width is ready for pouring in con- 
crete. 

Grading is nearly completed on Con- 
shohockcn State Road north of Glad- 
wyne, and it is expected that curbs 
and gutters will be laid this week. A 
bad turn at Murray's Road is being 
eliminated, about three-quarters mile 
above Gladwync. 

Work will soon start on Black Rock 
Road. Ardmorc Road in Gladwyne, 
and Old Gulph Road's continuation of 
Mill Creek Road, from Conshohockcn 
State Road to Montgomery Avenue. 
Bridge work is included in this job. 

Grays lane from Mill Creek Road 
to the top of the hill for a quarter-mile 
stretch has been graded and curbed, 
and paving is to start shortly. In- 
cluded in the work is construction of 
a new bridge across Mill Creek. 

Paving of Haverford Road between 
Argyle Road and County Line has just 
been completed. 

The State Highway Department, 
aided financially by Montgomery 
County and. Lower Merion Township, 
is working on Haverford and Argyle 
Roads, between Manoa and Wynne- 
wood Roads, and is expected to finish 
paving in the next few weeks.

Nowhere in the eastern section of 
the United States will motorists find 
a more alluring scenic picture than the 
beautiful Eastern Shore region pre- 
sents in springtime. For this reason 
motorists seeking a pleasant week-end 
outing will take exceptional interest in 
a tour through this section as planned 
by the Keystone Automobile Club. 

"Amid well-kept farm and orchard 
lands ablaze with blossoming fruit 
trees the journey leads to attractive re- 
sorts and into a land teeming with 
historic interest," says Joseph Murphy, 
manager of the Ardniore branch of the 
club. 

"A week-end spent in this delightful 
section of Maryland will be an out- 
ing that motorists will long remember. 
The return trip may be made over 
excellent highways of Delaware, where 
additional attractive countryside is 
found." 

From Ardniore the tour leads 
through Llanerch and Clifton Heights 
to Ridley Park, where national route 
13 is reached and followed into Ches- 
ter. A straight run through Chester 
and Marcus Hook leads across the 
State line and into Delaware. Through 
Claymont and Bellvue Wilmington is 
reached. From Wilmington the jour- 
ney leads south over the famous du- 
Pont Highway marked as national 
route 13 to State road, where the tour- 
ists turn into national route 40, which 
is followed to Klkton. 

In the heart of this attractive little 
town a left turn leads over an iron 
bridge across the Elk River and into 
national route 213. Continuing through 
Chesapeake City, the Bohemia River 
country. Cecilton, Galena and into 
quaint" old Chcstertown, the motorists 
pass through historic regions harking 
back to the early days of our nation's 
birth. 

In Chestertown is Washington Col- 
lege, founded in 1782 and named after 
the first President. Crossing the Ches- 
ter River and rolling through Church

vears old. In the next town of Easton 
a right turn leads to an attractive side 
trip through Kirkham.
